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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4-6, 8-1 1 and 18-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
considered to be allowable due to the inclusion of claim limitations: "connecting the single 
capacitor and the one or more additional capacitors in parallel" in claim 1 ; "connecting the one 
or more capacitors comprised of ends of one or more electrically conductive leads close to the 
one or more single anticipated locations of metal extrusion on each of the two or more EM test 
lines in parallel to create a capacitive extrusion monitor module for each EM test line" in claim 
6; and "wherein the capacitors comprised of charge storing surfaces of the ends of each of the 
more than one electrically conductive leads disposed in close proximity to one or more of each of 
at least one anticipated site on each of the at least two EM lines are connected in parallel to 
create one or more modules of parallel connected capacitors for each of the at least two EM test 
lines" in claim 1 1 .
